From  what  has  been  so  defectively  exhibited,  it 
appears  that  as  in  the  sun  tliere  is  an  axis,  around 
which  the  whole  orb  of  light  revoivea;  so  in  the 
preaching  of  Christ  there  is  a  centre,  in  which  ail  his 
attributes  and  offices  and  works  as  the  Shviour  of 
sinners  unite,  and  which,  in  whatever  aspect  we 
behold  him,  must  always  be  in  view — hit  death. 

But,  in  Christ  Jesus,  there  are  many  cardinal  truths, 
connected  with  him  by  various  relations  and  depend¬ 
encies,  and  occupying,  as  it  were,  the  remoter  circle 
of  the  Christian  system,  which  a  preacher  cannot  keep 
out  of  sight  without  great  unfaithfulness.  Be  it  re¬ 
membered  that  while  the  cross,  with  its  immediate 
neighbourhood,  is  the  metropolis  of  Christianity,  *♦  the 
city  of  our  God all  the  region  round  about  is  the 
Holy  Land  flowing  witli  milk  and  honey,  “a  land  of 
brooks  and  fountains  of  water,”  intersected  in  all 
directions  with  high  ways  to  the  holy  place,  by  which 
the  tribes  go  up.  It  is  the  office  of  the  preacher  to 
map  out  that  land ;  to  display  its  treasures — to  trace 
those  converging  roads,  so  that  whenever  a  sinner 
may  desire  to  know  how  he  may  get  to  Zion,  his  eye 
may  read — ■“  Thit  it  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it.''  Then 
only  is  Christ  preached  in  the  fulness  of  the  Gospel, 
when  nothing  is  left  untaught  that  enters  into  the 
plan  of  salvation  as  a  covenant  of  mercy  and  life. 


W«  are  bound  to  speak  freely  of  liie  beHever’a  pri¬ 
vileges  in  Christ,  that  we  may  increase  his  joy  ;  hot  to 
insist  alee  with  equal  stress  upon  hlsobiigation  to  live 
unto  Christ,  that  we  may  increase  his  devoiedneas.

Before  leaving  this  all-important  subject,  it  is  well  something  loo  tame  and  sober  in  the  old  paths  ol 
to  give  a  brief  ntteiilion  to  the  inquiry,  lo  what  extent  preachers,  for  the  taste  of  some  in  these  days, 

we  arehmind  lo  introduce  the  way  of  salvation  through  ^o  teach  as  wtdl  as  preach — to  go  the  round  ol 
Christ  into  every  discourse.  Some  would  answer  Christian  truth,  instead  of  being  confined  lo  one  oi 


to  a  just  exposition  of  the  Gospel.  But  tlie  spiritual 
wisdom  of  a  minister  is  to  be  exercised  in  giving  to 
every  part  of  the  Gospel  plan  its  portion  in  due 
season,  assigning  to  all  subjects  their  places  according 
to  their  rank  in  importance,  and  exhibiting  each  in  its 
relations  to  the  others  and  to  Ciirist. 

Do  we  speak  of  Christ  as  the  sinner’s  righteousness 
unto  complete  justification  through  faith?  (and  con¬ 
tinually  should  we  present  him  in  this  blessed  aspect;) 
then  must  we  show  the  sinner  his  absolute  need  of 
such  righteousness.  To  do  this,  we  must  awaken  his 
conscience.  He  must  be  so  convinced  of  sin  as  lo  feel 
that  he  is  condemned  and  lost  without  that  refuge. 
Blessed  is  he  whom  God  has  taught  to  teach  Inis 
lesson.  Our  text  book  is  the  law.  By  it  is  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  sin.  Preached  in  a  spiritual  application  to 
the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart,  not  only  as  a 
rule  of  lifo  to  all,  but  as  the  condition  of  salvation  tu

Church  of  Ike  Epiphany. — On  Saturday  last  we 
bad  the  gratifleation  of  witnessing  the  consecration  of 
this  edifice,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White.  The 
interest  occasioned  by  so  important  an  addition  to  the 
Churches  of  our  city  was  great,  and  the  solemn 
services  of  the  occasion  were  numerously  attended- 
At  the  hour  appointed  for  the  consecration,  Bishop 
White,  accompanied  by  Bishops  H.  U.  Onderdonk 
and  McHvaine,  with  a  large  number  of  the  clergy, 
entered  the  Church  in  procession,  repeating  the  ap¬ 
propriate  psalm  until  they  reached  the  places  assigned 
to  them  in  the  chancel.  The  act  of  the  vestry 
dedicating  the  Church  to  religious  worship  according 
to  the  forms  of  the  Protestant  Episcripal  Church,  and 
their  request  to  have  it  set  apart  for  this  purpose, 
were  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Morton.  The  consecration 
service  was  then  read  by  Bishop  White,  and  tlie 
sentence  of  consecration  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Jambh. 
Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  S.  A.  McCoskry 
and  the  ante-communion  service  by  the  Right  Rev. 
H.  U.  Onderdone.  The  sermon  was  then  preached 
by  the  consecrating  Bishop  from  Hebrews  xiii.  22 — 24. 
During  the  services  several  pieces  of  sacred  music  ap¬ 
propriate  to  the  occasion  were  performed  by  the  clioir- 
The  Church  of  the  Epiphany  has  been  carried  on  to 
its  present  state  with  as  much  rapidity  as  was  com¬ 
patible  with  the  proper  construction  of  so  large  an 
edifice.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  aod  most  beautiful 
Churches  of  our  city.  It  has  been  less  than  a  year 
since  the  corner-stone  was  laid,  and  during  some 
mouths  of  the  last  winter  the  work  upon  the  walls  was 
necessarily  suspended.  The  Church  is  now  so  far 
completed  as  to  allow  of  its  being  regularly  opened 
for  divine  service,  the  regular  performance  of  which 
was  commenced  on  Sunday  morning  last  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyno.  In  the  afternoon  the  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  AIcIIvaine  of  Ohio. 
The  congregations  on  both  occasions  were  large. 

We  trust  that  this  important  and  responsible  under¬ 
taking  will  prove  successful  in  the  most  important  of 
all  senses,  aod  that  those  who  have  laboured  so  as¬ 
siduously  for  its  promotion,  will  find  themselves  tlie 
instruments  of  building  up  a  holy  and  spiritual  con¬ 
gregation.  We  rejoice  that  they  have  thus  far  been 
prospered,  and  pray  that  the  divine  blessing  may  ac¬ 
complish  for  them  all  their  wishes  and  expectations.
